Merkel opposed the extension

position by the combined action 
of muscles, ligaments and the 
joint capsule.

Physical therapy is not the 


answer. Exercise isn't going to 
repair the injury. More likely it 
will make it worse. 


The conservative treatment is

stroyed 441 enemy planes. 


Strategy was said to have 


been based on a quick decision 
Monday morning to paralyze 
the Egyptian air force — big- 
gest in the Middle East — while 
most of its planes were sitting 
ducks on the ground. 


Waves of Planes

Egyptian 
planes 


showed up on Israeli 
radar 


screens and sent Israeli pilots 
scrambling 


After a flurry of dogfights in 


the border area, the Egyptians 
beat a retreat. But instead of 
returning to their bases as they 
did in the past, the Israelis pur- 
sued the Egyptians to their 
bases and scored further hits as 
the enemy planes went in to 
land. 


A second wave of Israeli 


fighters swooped in to catch the 
Egyptians on the ground as they 
were refueling or preparing to 
take off, the most vulnerable 
moments.

Israel's French Mystere and

source said gave them a clear 
advantage over the Soviet MIGs 
that made up the Egyptian, 
Syrian and Iraqi air forces. 


Most of the Jordanian planes 


— Hawker Hunter fighters from 
Britain — were said to have 
been downed in dogfights. 


The numerical strength of the 


Israeli air force is a military 
secret. Before the war broke 
out, American experts estimat- 
ed the number of combat planes 
at 270, only 65 more than the 
Arabs claim to have destroyed. 
The only losses announced by 
Israel were 19 planes on Mon- 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Jews 


from across the nation con- 
verged on Washington today to 
rally for Israel in a park front- 
ing the White House. 


Rally organizers, predicting a 


crowd of better than 20,000, said 
the main theme would be a de- 
mand that the United States 
provide Israel with any materi- 
al help it might need as a result 
of its war with Middle East 
Arab nations. 


"A cease-fire is really like an 


overture—the last act is yet to 
come," said Dr. Joachim Prinz, 
chairman of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, sponsor 
of the rally. 


That last act, Prinz told a 


Wednesday news conference, 
must involve a recognition by 
the Arab world of Israel's terri- 
torial integrity and sovereignty. 


"The very crux of the matter 


is that the Arab states have not 
reconciled themselves to the 
sermanence of Israel in the 
Middle 
East," 
Prinz 
said. 


'There has been no indication 
on the part of Arabs that they 
lave recognized Israel now." 


"Our specific demands are 


that the United States should 
place at Israel's disposal what- 
ever material help it can give. 
Israel fought alone, forsaken by 
the nations of the world." 


Peace cannot be imposed by 


the great powers, Prinz said. 


"The need is to get the Arabs 


and Israel together at the table. 
The Arabs have reiterated again 
and again they have not and will 
not recognize Israel.

On the Brink 


The unanimous vote of the United 


Nations Security Council for an immediate 
cease-fire in the war in the Middle East is a 
pretty good indication that the fighting was 
not contemplated by the big powers and 
especially by the Soviet Union. 


Of course statements encouraging the 


cease-fire have not been in agreement. The 
Russian ambassador spoke of the need of 
Israel to halt its aggression and that it 
should be condemned as the aggressor. But 
in its eagerness to get something under way 
to halt the fighting, the Russian ambassa- 
dor dropped the earlier demand that Israel 
must withdraw from positions it has won in 
the war. And this led the Iraqui ambassa- 
dor to charge that the resolution calling for 
the cease-fire was "complete surrender to 
Israel." 


Indicative of the Russian stand also has 


been its ignoring of the ridiculous Egyptian 
charges that the United States and Great 
Britain are actively engaged in fighting on 
the side of Israel. Of course the Russians, 
with ships in the area, are in a position to 
know better but they have avoided using 
the Egyptian 
charges 
for 
propaganda 


effects. Clearly they are trying to escape 
from Nasser's efforts to get the Soviet 
Union committed. 


Although the Russians have been in-

creasingly active in assistance and moral 
support to the United Arab Republic in the 
last few months, the United States cannot 
avoid some amount of responsibility for the 
outbreak of hostilities. Reportedly 
the 


State Department has rejected warnings 
from Senator Jacob Javits of increased 
tensions in the 
area and the virtual 


reneging 
by France at least 
of 
the 


agreement to guarantee safety for 
all 


nations of the Middle East. There is also 
confusion over exactly what the State 
Department was proposing as far as the 
Gulf of Aqaba was concerned and whether 
it would consider Israel a maritime nation 
with the right of passage. At least the 
Israeli leaders felt that they did not have 
enough backing and that war was the only 
answer. 


If the nations involved accept the cease- 


fire proposal — and there are indications 
that they may — the United States and the 
Soviet Union will have avoided a direct 
confrontation that could have been ex- 
tremely 
serious. But leaders 
of both 


governments should be shaken by the fact 
that such a confrontation 
was 
almost 


brought about through the machinations of 
the leader of a small nation, the stimulation 
of age-old hatreds, and some seriously 
erroneous policies in their own govern- 
ments.

monopoly have produced some troubling 
testimony for the nation chiefly because, 
thus far, there is a lack of professional 
sources from which the public can draw 
confidence for making a conclusion on 
the technical subject. 


The debate is nothing new, and the ac- 


cusation that it is a great subject for at- 
tracting political attention is not helpful 
to the public in making up its mind. In 
1959, the late Sen. Estes Kefauver, a rec- 
ognized candidate for the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination, raised many of the 
same issues. A law was passed requiring 
the chemical names of drugs to be printed 
on labels at least half as large as brand 
names and to strengthen the federal gov- 
ernment's regulation over drug testing and 
distribution. 


But this law has not helped in the 


main point Sen. Nelson is making, that 
drugs could be sold for much less under 
their chemical names rather 
than the 


brand names. The senator has charged 
that the price difference, in comparisons 
he has selected, could be as much as pay- 
ment of 65 times more for brand names 
over drugs bought by government bid on 
chemical descriptions. In telling testimony 
from sources friendly 
to Sen. 
Nelson's 


inquiry, the point is made that the higher 
prices must be paid by those in society 
least able to do so, the elderly. 


In a Senate speech before the opening 


of hearings, Sen. Nelson bases much of 


U Jhant Acted Hastily 


In the light of the outbreak of war in 


the Middle East, it is ever more difficult to 
understand Secretary General U Thant's 
precipitous action in ordering the United 
Nations peace keeping force out of the 
Gaza Strip. 


Thant's defenders argue that the U.N. 


force could remain in the Strip only with 
the approval of the United Arab Republic. 
Since President Nasser had asked their 
removal, presumably they would have to 
leave. 


But this obviously was the moment to 


stall for time. Instead U Thant ordered the 
forces to leave before he even went to the 
Middle East to try for a peaceful settle- 
ment. Egyptian forces immediately moved 


his case on a book by Dr. Richard Burack. 
a medical doctor who is an affiliate in 
pharmacology at the 
Harvard 
Medical 


School. 


Dr. Burack's book says doctors ought 


to be prescribing drugs according to chem- 
ical descriptions rather than brand names. 
He says that the public ought to shop for 
drugs on a basis of price and that druggists 
ought to be selling drugs under their low- 
er-priced chemical names. 


The drug manufacturing industry, as it 


did at the time of the Kefauver hearings, 
makes the point that price comparisons do 
not provide for allowances for expense of 
research, development, and marketing. But 
Dr. Burack's book has charged that adver- 
tising directed at the medical profession 
totals $600 million yearly, or as much as 
$3,000 for each doctor in the nation. 


In an editorial on the Nelson hearing in 


a May 15 issue, the American Medical As- 
sociation News concludes that "the phy- 
sician, because of his clinical experience 
with various drugs, is in an excellent po- 
sition to know the efficacy of drugs. When 
he prescribes a brand name drug, he does 
so because he is confident of its quality.1' 
The editorial says legislation which would 
remove this 
decision-making from 
the 


physician clearly is not in the public in- 
terest. 


The public is left with a conflict of ad- 


vice. Sen. Nelson's committee and those 
with professional qualifications to speak 
have a responsibility to make the record 
for the public as complete and as clear as 
is possible.

into the area, established fortifications

Instead U Thant capitulat- 
ed at once and in so doing not merely 
encouraged the Arab forces but in effect 
gave them no alternative but bombast and 
action. 


If the war is the result of a wide variety 


of miscalculations, certainly U Thant's 
order to the peace keeping forces to 
withdraw must be counted as a big one. 


Another Poorly Enforced Law 


The recent story about a woman who 


found her missing collie in a research 
laboratory indicates that the dognappers 
still are at work. And one reason is failure 
of Congress to follow up on the bill it 
passed into law last year. 


The Laboratory Animal Welfare Act 


gave 
authority to the Department of 


Agriculture to certify animal dealers be- 
fore such dealers could handle the sale of 
dogs, cats and some other pet type animals. 
This was aimed at eradicating the appalling- 
ly inadequate and 
inhumane 
quarters 


where pets were kept in conditions of near 
starvation and 
filth. It also aimed at 


preventing what had become a widespread 
interstate ring dealing in stolen pets. 


But the $800.000 provided in the bill for 


1967 was mysteriously cut to $300,000. Al- 
though it is true that the government is 
tight as far as funds are concerned, mainly 
because of the war in Vietnam, it appears 
that forces opposed to the 
law 
had 


something to do with the cut. The result is 
that the Department of Agriculture actual- 
ly allowed animal dealers to 
certify 


themselves, thereby making a farce out of 
the law and the intent of Congress. 


There will continue to be stolen pets if 


the business is a lucrative one. Under no 
circumstances should pet dealers be allowed 
to certify themselves since the conditions 
in which some were keeping animals, as 
well as the thefts, were the reason for the 
law's enactment in the first place.

Run the Blockade? 


The White House and the 


Congress, much concerned by 
the overwhelming American 
commitment to Vietnam, had 
little stomach for new com- 
mitments, especially if they 
were unilateral. The Defense 
Department, made wise by 
experience in Vietnam, had 
deep misgivings 
about 
the 


blockade-running plan. So did 
the British treasury, with its 
special sensitivity to the de- 
pendence of the pound on oil 
from the Middle East.

Paulo, Brazil, probably won't 
get to see any Wisconsin snow, 
because her stay at the Clar- 
ence Prellwitz farm, route 2, 
which began May 29 will end 
Tuesday. 


She has been able to demon- 


strate her expertness in the 
English language, however, re- 
verting back to her native 
Portuguese only occasionally for 
a proper word or using her 
hands to emphasize a point. She 
also speaks French, Spanish and 
Italian. 


Maria, one of 11 children, is a 


fourth grade teacher. Her five 


brothers and five sisters are 
mostly professional people. 


Includes College Teacher 


Her sisters include a college 


teacher, secretary, nurse, ele- 
mentary teacher and student. 
Her brothers include a priest, a 
university teacher in Sao Paulo, 
a dentist, a farmer and a 
student. Two sisters are mar- 
ried. 


School programming is much 


more intensive but shorter in 
Brazil. The first four years are 
elementary school, next five are 
secondary school and the final 
three are college. Maria finish- 
ed her formal training and 
began her teaching career at 
the age of 18. She has been 
teaching for 13 years. 


Maria relates proudly that her 


country is larger than the 
United States in area. 


Farming, the main occupa- 


tion, includes the raising of 
coffee, dairy, fruit, cotton, to- 
jacco, sugar cane and cocoa. 


Maria lives on a 60-acre fruit 


farm with her parents. The 
farm has 5,000 fig trees, 600 
apple trees and 80 peach trees. 
Spraying of the trees is done by 
hand. Due to the warm climate 
the fruit trees bear twice a 
year. Although warm the year 
around, Brazil has four seasons, 
but with little variation. During 
the winter months of June, July 
and August, the trees are dor- 
mant. 


September, October and No- 


vember are the spring months; 
December, January and Febru- 
ary 
compose summer; 
and 


March, April and May are the 
fall months. School vacation is 
from Dec. 15 to Feb. 15 because 
of the extreme heat and rain 
during that time. 


Maria will spend six months

Then in 1956, two years after

Lost Prestige 


He lost prestige among the 


Arabs. Some of the leaders de- 
tested him. He was accused of 
being a Western lackey, hiding 
behind the U.N. troops whom he 
permitted to patrol the border 
with Israel to keep the peace. 


Meanwhile, he built up his 


military forces, arming them 
with modern weapons supplied 
by the Soviets. Then he made 
the biggest gesture of his life, 
and his biggest mistake, once 
again acting apparently without 
any real planning. 


Using minor clashes between 


Israelis and Syrians as his rea- 
son, he called the Arab world to 
arms against Israel. Arab lead- 
ers, including those who de- 
spised him, rallied around, no 
doubt because they felt they had 
to. Nasser had made it a Jew- 
ish-Arab issue. 


Shooting War 


He made big speeches, prom- 


ised the elimination of Israel, 
and kept the world hanging on 
the ropes. Threatened from all 
sides, and with the United Na- 
tions doing nothing, Israel prob- 
ably began the actual shooting 
war.
